Mr. Vaughan Was Prominent in Pois- 
on Murder Case in Providence.

PROVIDENCE, July 17.—Henry Wheat- 
op Vaughan was formerly very well 
known in this city. He was a student at 
Brown University, 1868 to 1870, and was 
the first Milk Inspector Providence had, 
serving in that capacity from 1870 to 1877. | 
He also held the office of State Chemist 
during his residence here. It was in his 
capacity as State Chemist that he fig- 
ured in the Elsie Ann Chace poisoning 
case, which remains a mystery to this 
day. Miss Chace, a beautiful Quakeress, 
20 years old, lived on a farm on East 
Avenue with her mother. She fell in love 
with a Swede farmhand, and married him 
secretly. Her mother found it out, dis- 
missed the Swede, and locked up the girl.

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BRYAN ASKS FARMERS 
FOR ELECTION FUNDS 


Issues Appeal to Them for Con- 
tributions of $100 
or Less. 


TO LABOR 


CALL 


NEXT 


Leaders Believe This Will Make Up 
for Deficiencies Resulting from the 
Absence of Corporation Offerings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LINCOLN, Neb., July 17.—W. J. Bryan 
made an appeal to the farmers of the 
country to-day to assist in his campaign 
in a financial way. After obtaining from 
the National Committee a rule that sums 
in excess of $10,000 would not be accept- 
ed from single contributors, an effort is 
now to be made to obtain from the great 
voting mass a sufficient number of con- 
tributions of smaller amount to make 
up for what is lost by the application of 
the new rule. 

Those in Mr. Bryan's confidence who 
have considered the matter of campaign 
funds declare that it is planned to raise 
an amount of money sufficient to run 
the campaign in a more vigorous manner 
than ever before in the history of Presi- 
dential struggles. It ig believed the 
voters will respond with such liberality 
that the loss of the larger sums which 
have been the financial sinews of the 
past will not be an inconvenience. 

While no statement comes from Falr- 
to this effect, it Is said on good 
authority here that the next appeal will 
be to the laboring men of the country, the 
organized labor element that can be 
reached in blocks of hundreds through 
their organizations. It is pointed out that 
now, With few great strikes on, and with 
few unions burdened with strike benefit 
levies, that assessments can be levied for 
the support of democracy in'the struggle 
and the money turned into the Democratic 
treasury in @ steady stream. 

The appeal was made to the farmers 
first because the Bryan managers feel 
that there will be their greatest loss, and 
that the greatest defection in the West 
will be among the farming classes. 

The first appeal for campaign contribu- 
tions by the Democratic candidates for 
the Presidency and the Vice Presidency 
Was made to-day. In a formal message 
directed to the farmers of the country, 
Bryan and Kern urge them to contribute 
according to their means and in other 
ways to assist in restoring Democracy to 
power. The appeal ts as follows: 

To the Farmers of the United States: 

The first contribution made to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund this year, so far as 
we Know, was made by an Iowa farmer. 
Just before the Denver convention met, this 
man, who modestly prefers not to have his 
name mentioned, journeyed more than one 
hundred miles to Lincoln with his contribu- 
tion of $100, which he left with Mr. Bryan 
to be given to the committee when organ- 
ized for the campaign. 

This farmer was born in Sweden, and for 
some time after he was naturalized, was a 
member of the Republican party. But he 
was a student of public questions, and in 
the course of time became a Democrat. To 
manifest his deep interest In the success of 
the party, and in the triumph of Demo- 
cratic principles, he made this free-will of- 
fering to the campaign fund 

It is very appropriate that this first con- 
tribution should come from that great body 
of our population known as agriculturists. 
This farmer has nothing to gain by privilege 
and favoritism; his hope is in the applica- 
tion of the doctrine of ‘ equal rights to au 
and special privileges to none.’ He has been 
the victim of all special legislation; and has 
suffered from control of politics by the 
great predatory corporations Now that the 
Democratic party has announced its dete- 
mination not to accept contributions from 
corporations, and not to accept excessive 
contributions even from individuals, and to 
publish all contributions when over a rea- 
sonable minimum, it ought to be able to 
secure a sufficient sum from the citizens 
who ask from the Government nothing but 
protection to their rights and considcration 
for the general welfare 

There are hundreds of thousands of farm- 
ers who are abundantly able to contribute 
to the campaign fund. There are thousands 
who could give $100 a piece without feeling 
it; there are tens of thousands who could 
give $50 a piece without sacrifice, and still 
more who could give $25, or $10, or $5 

As the National Committe has not yet 
been organized, we will ask The Commoner 
to call for subscriptions to this farmers’ 
fund Those giving may indicate whether 
they are willing to have their names men- 
tioned, and if the contribution {is not more 
than $100, their w *s will be complied 
with. All contributions above $100 must be 
made known, no matter from whom they 
come. 

The farmers’ fund will be turned over to 
the National Committee as soon ag its per- 
manent officers have been selected. Who 
will be the first to respond? The Denver 
convention was a people's convention; it 
adopted a strong, clear, honest platform, 
and its nominations were made with practi- 
cal unanimity Our fight is a fight for the 
whole people. Our aim is equal and exact 
justice to all; our purpose ts to restore the 
Government to the hands of freely chosen 
representatives of the voters. How many 
farmers will join in furnishing the fund 
necessury to present the issues?

Cases of Indirect Contempt. 


“I am glad there is a provision in there 
in regard to a trial by jury in cases of 
indirect contempt. It is now something 
like thirteen years ago, I believe, since 
I first had occasion to discuss that sub- 
ject.

WONDON, July 17.—A serious oontro- 
versy has arisen between the American 
athletes and the British Olympic Associa- 
tion. The American dressing rooms at the 
Stadium have been turned into a camp of 
discontent, ang there are other competi- 
tars, including the Canadians and French- 
men, who are none too well satisfied with 
the way in which the events of the Fifth 
Olympiad are being carried out. 

America’s chief. cause of complaint ts 
the arbitrary manner in which their pro- 
teat against “the flagrantly unfair meth- 
od of conducting the tug of war” was 
dismissed. Every unprejudiced spectator 
present at ¢o-day’s meeting was convinced 
that the Americans were justified in re- 
fusing to go on with that event. 

The United Kingdom had three teams 
entered in the tug of war, made up of the 
police of the City of London, Liverpool, 
and the metropolitan forces. The draw- 
ings brought the American and Liverpool 
teams into the arena first. When the 
stelwart Americans, neatly dressed in 
their athletic costumes, made their ap- 
pearance they received great applause 
from all sections of the stands. The com- 
pliment was well deserved, as they ocer- 
tainly looked a fine body of men ready 
for any kind of contest. They all wore 
ordinary etreet shoes, complying with the 
rule, which says: 

“No competitor’ shall wear prepured 
boots or shoes, or boots or shoes with any 
projecting nails, tips, sprigs, points, hol- 
lows, or projections of any kind. No com- 
petitor shall make any hole in the ground 
with his feet or in any other way before 
the start.’ - 

The Americans, in wearing ordinary 
shoes, naturally believed that the team 
representing the United Kingdom would 
do the same, particularly as the rule un- 
der which the contest was being conduct- 
ed was made by the British Association. 
Their disappointment, therefore, was all 
the greater when, upon the Liverpool po- 
lice appearing, it was noticed that they 
were wearing enormous shoes, so heavy, 
in fact, that it was with great effort they 
could lift their feet from the ground. The 
shoes, or boots, were enormous calf af- 
fairs that could not by any strength of 
imagination be called ordinary shoes, 
Heavy boots are worn in the British 
Navy, but these were greatly exceeded in 
weight by the footgear of the Liverpool 
athletes, which, in addition, had steel; 
rims around the heels. - 

Matthew P. Halpin, the manager of the 
American team, who was watching things 
in behalf of his men, when he saw the 
shoes, immediately entered a protest to 
the games’ officials, but he was told that 
the shoes were those ordinarily worn by 
Liverpool policemen. At first Mr. Halpin | 
made up his mind to take the team off the 
field without attempting to pull, but 
finally he decided to go on with the first 
pull in order to show how unfairly the 
Americans were being treated.

During that time 
two machines said to be among the most 
powerful ever manufactured in this coun- 
try were at the command of the officers. 
Both Col. Glenn and Capt. Johnson went 
to Pine Plains in favor of thé automobile, - 
and last night they said that they re 
| gretted it was necessary for them to re- 
|port that the machines had proved & 
|} failure for military purposes. Their re 
port will show that during the thirty days 
of the manoeuvre camp at Pine Plains 
| the automobiles were not available for 
use more than two-thirds of the time 
| while when they were in use there was no 
telling when they would go out of com- 
| mission. 
“Both Capt. Johnson and I,” said Col 
; Glenn last night, “regret that we had to 
report adversely on the automobile, se 
;far as jts use in the army is concerned, 
but under the circumstances that {s all 
| we could do. In the old days, when armies 
only worked by day, so to speak, the au- 
| tomobile might have been more of a suc- 
| cess, but under present conditions, when 
an army in the field is going day and 
night, the availability of the machine 
should be continuous, and the automobile 
does not fill that bill. The machine we 
j}had at Pine Plains apparently seemed-to 
{have the power gecessary to climb hills, 
but when it tried to climb the Hogback 
} eminence, on top of which were the di- 
|} vision headquarters, it was unable to 
| make the ascent. 
_‘* The tests showed that the field of the 
|} automobile was practically Mmited to twe 


; roads through the reservation, one from

OPPOSED AS IMPOLITIC NOW 


Advance Will Be from 4 to 10 Cents a 
Hundred Pounds—New Schedules 
to be Filed by Aug. 1. 


LOUISVILLE Ky., July 17.— That 
freight rates should be advanced in the 
territory of the Southeastern Freight As- 
sociation and the Southeastern Mississippi 
Valley Association, which takes in all of 
the territory south of the Ohio River and 
east of the Mississippi River, was decided 
on at the meeting of the executive offi- 
cers of all of the railroad systems inter- 
ested, which closed to-day. The advance, 
it is said, will be from 4 to 10 cents a 
hundred pounds, horizontally to corre- 
spond with the advance decided on by the 
Southwestern Freight Association re- 
cently. 

The advance was decided on after con- 
siderable opposition on the part of certain 
railroad executives who maintained that 
an advance of rates at the present time 
was impolitic, but this opposition was 
finally won over by the argument that 
in order to meet the various increased ex- 
penses an increase in rates was absolute- 
ly necessary. The clerical forces 
railroads interested are quartered in 
Louisville temporarily working out the 
tariffs. It is considered probable that 
the tariffs will not be in shape for filing 
before Aug. 1, and in accordance with the 
requirements of the Inter-State 
merce Commission, compelling rates to be 
filed thirty days prior to becoming ef- 
fective, the new rates will not be 
force until Sept. 1.

OVERS of poetry are al- 
ready much indebted to 
the Belles Lettres Series, to 
which this volume® is an 
accession, were it only for 
Dr, William Morton Payne’s 
admirable selection and 

edition of Swinburne, a book that bas 
saved trouble, to say nothing of shelf 
room. To get the best of Swinburne be- 
fore the appearance of that selection one 
had to own and look through a great 
many volumes, a task which Dr, Payne 
completed for all, for his selection ts al- 
most impeccable. Indeed, selection among 
Swinburue’s lyrics is not very difficult. 
Given the size of the volume which is to 
contain them, and there are very few 
about which there would be much ques- 
tion among readers qualified by poetical 
sensibility and knowledge ef English 
poetry to choose at all. 

But it is very different with Tennyson. 
Frankly, one does not see the necessity 
of a “selection” from his poems, Leav- 
ing out the plays, the body of his work 
can be condensed into a portable form, 
and it is already selected, selected by.the 
severe and accurate se!f-criticism of the 
poet.

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HIGHER REALISM 
IN “REDEMPTION” 


In His Latest Book Bazin In- 
terprets a Universally Fa- 
miliar Theme of Hu- 
man Relationships. 


BAZIN’S sincere realism 
already has been recog- 
nized in these columns. 
In connection with nis 
new book* it is Interest- 
ing to note along what 

paths his observation moves, at what 
details it pauses, and where it lingers to 
emphasize especial features in the gen- 
eral effect of his composition. His com- 
position belongs to art. His logical 
French mind avoids the pitfalls of the 
too literal realist, and co-ordinates the 
various facts and appearances that 
come within his chosen field, present- 
ing as a result @ coherent and expres- 
sive picture in which all that is im- 
portant takes a principal place, sup- 
ported, not obscured, by the more or 
less lavish detail 

His theme, the moral and physical 
fortunes of the working class, is one 
the interest in which is not confined to 
France, although the scene is typically 
French. His heroine—the title fits the 
character—is a French girl of illegiti- 
mate birth who belongs to the working 
but has a comparatively agreec~ 
able position in a millinery establish- 
ment, where her dexterity and amlable 
disposition are appreciated and her pro- 
motion is assured. 

Thus we start with a moderate point 
of view from which to regard the posi- 
tion of the workers. Henriette’s labor 
is neither distasteful to her nor m- 
jurious. We are brought into the work- 
room where twelve young women are 
matching ribbons and twisting tulle and 
find them working in a 
heavy atmosphere with benumbed fin- 
gers, yet the vision is not precisely one 
of misery. We have Henriette for a 
touchstone by which to test the higher 
possibilities of such an occupation. She 
is healthy and young. A walk in the 
fresh air revives her spirits, which at 
worst sink to no very low ebb. She 
takes the kind of pleasure in her tasks 
that a painter finds in his, and when 
she is particularly fortunate, and con- 
sequently joyful, her happiness finds a 
true artist’s expression in heightened 
creative power. The hats she makes ai 
such moments are the masterpieces of 
her art, the fruit of inspiration fortified 
by thorough and intelligent training. 
M. Bazin makes us feel the dignity and 
reward of this kind of labor, its appeal 
to the mind, its source in the true ar 
tistic impulse. The reader cannot es- 
cape a sense of its charm, there {s so 
much sheer beauty in the representa- 
tion of the fair, kind young girl plying 
her dainty trade with as much en- 
thusiasm as patience, and returning at 
night to the adoring old uncle who has 
taken up the duties of housewife the 
more cheerfully to welcome her, and to 
the pretty room with its white curtaing 
and good furniture. 

This lovable fi®wre stands, however, 
against a motley background of types 
reflecting different sides of poverty— 
Henriette’s companions, girls of the 
people brought by their occupation into 
contact with a luxurious world and 
fitted by their very capacities to yield 
to its temptation; the brother, Antoine, 
intelligent and skillful, but bitter with 
resentment against society in general 
and against many an individual who 
has dealt him real or fancied wrongs— 
the typical egoist of the poor, whe 
a@wells on what the world owes him to 
the exclusion of what he owes the 
world; the Uncle Elol, a soldier to 
whom the army and the service are 
more than a religion, and whose hum- 
ble fidelity has kept him for thirty 
years a workman im a factory where he 
is merely a unit in the sum of labor re- 
quired; the fisherman’s son, Etienne, 
“of the lean, determined race, pale-eyed 
and clear-headed, which the Loire in 
the course of time has made in its own 
image”; Marie, the predestined Mag~- 
dalen, vulgar and frank and passion- 
ate and doomed to fall, yet in the end 
the one to bless. 

These are sufficiently simple elements 
in the narrative, and contrasting with 
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them we have the still simpler char- 
acters of the little knot of wealthy peo- 
ple—the Gradgrind owner of the [fac- 
tory, his superficial son, his sensible, 
good-hearted wife, Mourieux, the peace- 
maker and behefactor. 

There is, as is usual with M. Bazin’s 
novels, little external plot. The book is 
made up of a series of pictures of the 
different characters in various situa- 
tions that compose, as we have said, 
@ general picture of the life of the 
people. The final outcome is one de- 
pendent upon the development of Hen- 
riette’s character; there are glimpses 
of innocent love and evil passion; an 
old woman’s impulse to make repara- 
tion for the sins of others turns the 
story into its channel of social and re- 
ligious significance; the still life is re- 
markably well done; we see, as in a 
painting by one of the old Dutch mas- 
ters, the carefully discriminated inte- 
riors—the pale-blue plush of the “ try- 
ing-on room” in the establishment of 
Mme. Clémence; the ebony wardrobe 
and crochet tablecloth of Henriette’s 
bedroom; the big living room of the 
fisherman’s hut, with its cast-iron 
stove; the stone staircase in the house 
of M. Lemairé, details innumerable 
that give, as in one of Balzac’s novels, 
the definite sense of place, the sense of 
tangible, visible surroundings existing 
somewhere in life and not merely in the 
imagination of the writer 

By this carefully composed narra- 
tive, without excess of color or violence 
of accent, we gradually become aware 
of the little community involved as 
though each member. of it had croBsed 
our own path and in some way entered 
our own life; as we might know it if 
we could live as a universal friend side 
by side with it‘in close yet critical sym- 
pathy. Not until we have grown thus 
intimate with the individual characters 
are we asked to realige Henriette’s op- 
portunity as friend to them al. 
know her first 
the end she represents to us the 
sires and hopes and needs of all in the 
divine quality of her comprehending 
pity. 

The peculiarity of the humanitarian 
doctrine so quietly enforced as to seem 
less a @ectrine than philosophy is 
that while rapacity and greed among 
the rich shown in their relative 
value to conditions the 
stress is laid upon the attitude of the 
poor toward their poverty and towurd 
one another. It was an inspiration of 
genius to miake the harmonizing char- 
acter that of Henriette, who finds in 
her work all the rewards of which it is 
capable, and who neither seeks nor 
finds occasion for rebellion in her hum- 
ble position, Her priest, advising her, 
says:

There is no need to go searching for 
a remedy for the evils of the time. The 
remedy already exists—it is the gift of 
one’s self to those who have fallen so 
low that even hope fails them. Open 
wide your heart. Love them, whatever 
their sins; forgive them, however ig- 
norant they may be.

There is less kinship among 
the poor than formerly. What with the 
factory, the long distances, the tavern, 
apd the drunkenness that follows, there 
are many among the men who hardly 
know their children, and many children 
who own both father and mother and 
yet are orphans.

This is the keynote of the book, and 
ts expressed in the French title, “ De 
toute son Ame.” The substantial title, 
“ Redemption,” while in a sense appro- 
priate, does not convey the spiritual 
message of the text, and it was wise to 
retain the French sentence as a sub- 
title. The transiation is clear but not 
distinguished, and the delicate simplic- 
ity of Bazin’s style suffers a discon- 
certing change in many of the more or 
less idiomatic phrases.

TO. HIS WIFE 
Se aos 

Interesting Light Shed on the 

Early Struggles in the Com 


poser’s Career---Marital 
~ Difficulties. 


OW often the tragedies of 
domestic life are due to 
the high-strung and easily 
discouraged temperament 
of the wife, and the suc- 
cessive failures of the hus- 
band—be it his fault or 

be it the overwhelming opposition and 
crue] rebuffs of an unsympathetic world 
—is illustrated again in the letters of 
Richard Wagner* to his wife Minna, re- 
cently published in Germany. 

Wagner's first wife was Minna Planer, 
an actress, whom he married in 1834, and 
from her portrait and the little data that 
have come down to us, there is reason to 
believe that she had many good quali- 
ties. There must have been much in her 
to admire, or the sensitive genius, embryo 
though it was, would never have loved 
her as he did, or poured out his heart 
and soul to her, even to the last. From 
these letters it would appear that she re- 


mained with her mother a good deal after 


their marriage—much more than Wagner 
thought was necessary, for he often sent 
her meney and appointed a meeting-place 
when she did not come—and it is likely 
that she thus early contributed to the 
estrangement between them which pro- 
longed separation usually brings about. 

The next and doubtless greatest force 
at work to mar the happiness of the 
gifted couple was the long succession of 
failures which Wagner experienced year 
after year, in his efforts to place his 
operas, when, for weeks at a time in 
Dreséen, Paris, Vienna, he waited in 
vain for audiences with directors and 
Princes who alone had the power to 
stage his work, and when, half starved 
and freezing, in cold bedrooms and near 
foul and noisy courts, he not only had 
little or no money to send his despond- 
ing wife, but scarcely hoped, at times, 
to survive the night Indeed, once in 
Paris, while waiting for Belloni, he ex- 
pected death by starvation and exposure, 
and another time he was convinced that 
he would never reach higher than an ordi- 
nary orchestra leader, no matter how 
long he lived and struggled. 

Like all of Wagner's autobiographical 
writings, these letters are essentially hu- 
man, and one cannot but feel a profound 
pity for the unappreciated genius on the 
one hand, and the poor woman whom ad. 
verse fortune denied the comforts that 
her delicate nature so imperatively de- 
manded. Much of Wagner's early life 
was passed in travel from theatre to the- 
atre, and from city to city, and we find 
him at one time in a hotel with “ tower- 
high beds, in which I had to roast, and 
where mice, night watchmen, and every- 
thing conspired against me,” and again 
waiting two nights and a day at a way- 
side tavern, having just missed the last 
stagecoach. He is subject, also, to the 
beck and call of royalty, and once is giv- 
en less than half a day to assemble an 
orchestra and soloists and hasten to a 
country seat of the King of Dresden, to 
welcome the elderly Princess, who, how- 
ever, did not come, having changed her 
mind at the last minute, leaving Wagner, 
bis hungry musicians, and the raving 
prima donna beating in vain at the door 
of the courtyard. 

He had his triumphs, nevertheless, and 
at the very times when the sum totals of 
his income could not feed his body or 
despondent Minna’s heart; and 
for in every 
natural 
than Wagner's scriptions of first, 
or exceptional, productions, of Der Flie- 
gende Hollander,” “ Lohengrin,” and oth- 
er creations, presented when he trembled 
for his life and al! that he had at stake, 
received at the beginning but coldest 
apathy, and finally enjoyed the lavish 
and tumultuous approbation of the audi- 
ence 

That Wagner loved his wife, and with 
both a flood and a steady flow of affec- 
tion, there can be little doubt if we 
to base our opinion on these letters which, 
all in all, place the erratic genius in a 
more amiable light than most of the sec- 
ond-hand biographical reminiscence, and 
{t must remain a matter of regret that 
we have not the letters of Minna to 
Wagner, interlaid or side by side, that 
we might get a fuller portrait of the 
storm-tossed wife. Very likely such a 
presentation of her case would add to her 
defense, at least in so far as it might 
show that she was more sinned against, 
by the hard conditions of her lot in shar- 
ing Wagner's misfortune, than sinning. 
In an early letter Wagner records having 
given her mother 75 cents to help her in 
financial straits; in another letter he ad- 
Gresses Minna as his “ charmantiges 
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*RICHARD WAGNER AN MINNA WAG- 
NER, Zwei Baende. New York: Imported 
by G. B. Stechert & Co. 
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Weib,” and signs himself her “ char- 
mantingen Richel,” and in still another 
he sends her the modest consignment ef 
43,000 kisses! He is constantly complain- 
ing that she has failed to write him, or 
failed to meet him as he appointed, and 
he gives most genuine expression of his 
Gownheartedness as the consequence; 
while he is just as ecstatic on receiving 
word from her, and fills his letters with 
pleadings for her to be patient, and to 
consider his own terribly unfortunate po- 
sition, and with assurances that he. will 
strive even more, if possible, to econo- 
mize in order that she may enjoy life. 
As early as 1850 there is a warning of a 
possible separation and his agony at the 
thought, and he tells her another time 
that her weakness or sin is that she 
thinks more of houses and furniture and 
stationary domestic comforts than of 
him, and his struggle to express his soul. 

A very interesting feature of this edited 


- correspondence of Wagner with his first 


wife are the letters sent her from 1861 to 
1863. Authorities generally state that the 
couple separated in 1861, never afterward 
lived together or maintained the marital 
relation, and that Minna Wagner died in 
1866, Yet here we have twenty-three let- 
ters dated 1861, thirty-eight letters writ- 
ten in 1862, and three or four sent in the 
Spring and Autumn of 1863. In outward 
form, at least, there is little less affection 
shown by the poet-musician toward his 
frail partner than in fermer years, and 
the very last letter published notes a 
remittance of money—the one thing, ap- 
parently, that was needed by the young 
couple to make life worth the living

ERE is a nove} which can be read 
either for the love story or for the 
allegory which is implied in the 
title.

Mrs. Freeman is happier in her sketch 
of the character of the elderly New Eng- 
land woman, who may be taken as the 
true heroine of the story. After a life of 
hard labor by her husband and skimping 
economy by herself, they come into a 
small fortune by inheritance. In the 
course of nature the money might have 
gone to a young girl whom the couple 
adept and come to love as their own. She 
comes into a fortune of her own and 
marries well, so that she does not miss 
what seems everything in this world to 
the old people. But the happiness of thelr 
later days is clouded by a secret which 
weighs heavily on the old lady’s mind. 
On the wedding day she bravely tells all. 
She has suppressed a will which she 
found among her kinswoman's effects, 
and she honestly confesses and gives up 
her last hope of woridly happiness in 
loyalty to her convictions. But the will, 
although signed, was never legally exe- 
cuted, and, moreéver, the testator’s mind 
had Been changed, and the lawyer is on 
hand to prove both facts.

OF ARMY LIFE 


Intimate Personal Reminiscences 
of Frontier Life with the 
Eighth Infantry by Mrs. 
Summerhayes. 


RS. SUMMERHAYES’S aim 
in this book of intimate 
personal reminiscences* 
has been to preserve the 
impressions “made upon 
the mind of a young New 
England woman who left 

her comfortable home in the early seven- 
ties to follow a Second Lieutenant inte 
the wildest encampments of the American 
Army.” That Second Lieutenant, John 
W. Summerhayes, for a long while in his 
later 1i€6 Quartermaster and chief of the 
post at David's Island, in Long Island 
Sound, (now Fort Slocum, and an artil- 
lery post,) has lately been retired with 
the silver leaf of a Lieutenant Colonel. 
In 1874 he and Martha Dunham, both na- 
tives of Nantucket, were married, and 
joined their regiment, the Eighth In- 
fantry, at Fort Russell, Cheyenne. The 
bride had just returned from a long visit 
with military friends at Hanover, and 
Wyoming Territory seemed all the more 
wild and @esolate to her. “ Glaenzendes 
Elend,”’ a German soldier’s wife had told 
her, life in the army was. During her 
frontier life those words often recurred 
to the wife of Lieut. Jack Summerhayes. 

Byt this is a cheerful zazrative. Inti- 
mate fn its detaiis, perfectly frank in 
manner, it touches lightly on the rancors 
and jealousies inseparable from garrison 
life. The little amnoyances of army 
housekeeping are treated of humorously. 
With her head full of German verbs and 
fragments of Heine's songs, the bride 
tried to boil eggs in a two-gallon 
kettle 

In a few months the EKighth was or- 
dered to Arizona. The trip was made by 
rail to San Francisco, thence by steamer 
to the mouth of the Colorado. The heat 
was intense, the food poor, ice generally 
lacking. There was no milk, and the meat 
turned green. ‘‘The women,” writes Mrs. 
Summerhayes, “ who go to the Philippines 
in our great transports to-day cannot 
realize and will scarcely believe what we 
endured for lack of ice and of good food 
on that never-to-be-forgotten voyage 
down the Pacific Coast and up the Gulf of 
California in the Summer of 1874” Some 
of the soldiers died on the journey. After 
leaving the gulf, eleven severe days on the 
Colorado River, and they reached Fort 
Mojave. Thence overland they marched 
and rode to Fort Whipple. The heat, the 
glare, the thirst, the perpetual discomfort 
are all reflected in Mrs. Summerhayes’s 
narrative, but with no note of lingering 
discontent. 

From post to post the Lieutenant and 
his bride were shifted, and finally they 
had a Summer and Winter at Ehrenberg, 
oné of the most desolate of Arizona posts. 
Later they were at posts in California, 
Nevada, and Texas. They encountered 
all their worst hardships in their youth, 
when they were best able to meet them

JAPAN AND THE 
LAW OF NATIONS 
Singular Efficiency of the Japan- 
ese in Finance and Legal 
Knowledge Shown in 
‘he Russian War. 
By aia A. BRADFORD. 


HIS volume*is another illus- 
tration of the almost un- 
canny efficiency which 
lends to the Yellow Peril 


whatever of terror it pos- | 


sesses, This efficiency is 

well enough known in @ 
military sense, but is less familiar other- 
wise, Those who observed this war in its 
financial phases know that it was won 
almost as decisively in the money markets 
of the world as on the tented field. Ac 
cording to the anecdote the Czar's finan- 
cial adviser declared that Japan was 
defeated beforehand by the financial prob- 
lems ahead. Yet it was Russia's credit 
which steadily declined, despite every 
prejudice in Russia’s favor, and Japan's 
credit which steadily improved, an un- 
usual experience even for a victorious na- 
tion. The reason was the efficiency of 
the Mikado’s “press agents,” of whom 
Prof. Takahashi is one, and not the least. 
When the Japanese loans were coming 
out there was no question regarding the 
resources of Nippon which was not an- 
nounced authoritatively and with admira- 
ble fullness and accuracy. The nation’s 
taxes, their proceeds, the manner of thelr 
disposition, the banking and currency 
systems, and so on, all were put before 
the world in such a manner that Japan 
was a favored borrower. Dr. (“ Hoga- 
kuhakushi ") Takahashi performs another 
similar service not only to Japan but to 
every nation interested either in the legal 
problems of war as such, or in Japan’s 
observances of them. The book is not a 
defense of Japan in any sense, although 
Japan's conduct was bitterly criticised by 
her adversary. Instead of an apologia 
the book is a legal history of the mem- 
orable conflict, which has supplied a new 
set of precedents. Its usefulness is en- 
hanced by its liberal citation of the orig- 
inal correspondence upon many disputed 
points. Similar discussions of principles 
can be found elsewhere in abundance, 1 ut 
it is hard to recall any war of which the 
legal phases have been treated with sim- 
ilar fullness, and in a similar manner; 
that is, with equal citation of original 
documents. It is this which gives the 
book its value, apart from its logical and 
convenient arrangement. Otherwise it 
would have been necessary to make al- 
lowance for the Japanese viewpoint to an 
extent which might or might not have 
been excessive. But when Russia pleads 
its own case in its own language, and 
England, France, and the United States 
take part in the correspondence in the 
words of their responsible officials, the 
book becomes a contribution to the for- 
mation of the principles of the decisions 
reached, and is taken out of the category 
of a mere partisan treatise, 


To begin at the beginning, it will be 
difficult hereafter to accuse Japan of 
treachery in the manner of opening her 
hostilities. As is familiar the war was 
begun by the selzure of a merchant ves- 
sel and by the unannounced torpedoing of 
warships at Port Arthur. Doubtless these 
blows were struck without notice, without 
declaration of war. Russia denounced 
this as barbarity. Were these acts of 
Oriental treachery? Or does the fact 
that the blows were struck at officers en- 
gaged in festivities prove rather that they 
were negligent? This is a mixed ques- 
tion of law and fact. The fact is that 
Russia bad ample warning to be on her 
guard, and the law is that no notice of 
intending hostilities is necessary or even 
customary. The etiquette of war is sim- 
lar between nations and between “ bad” 
men on our Western plains. They never 
threaten, or show their “guns.” An idle 
motion toward a hip pocket may invite a 
bullet between the eyes In barroom 
rows and national brawls alike, each ad- 
versary is his own judge of the time and 
manner and justification of opening hos- 
tilities. Yet there is a popular prejudice 
that Japan somehow violated some of 
the proprieties in making war without 
warning. The fact is that declarations of 
war before hostilities are exceptional. 
Since 1700 there have been ten cases of 
declarations prior to making war. But 
there have been 107 cases in which war was 
begun by beginning it. And these cases 
are confined to America and Europe, no 
attempt having been made to search colo- 
nial or Asiatic precedents, It is a sober- 
ing thought that an enemy is within his 
rights In declaring war by bombarding a 
@efended seaport or a fleet. But it tends 
to soberness of correspondence and amen- 
ity of manners, Looking backward it can

d was taken unawares only because she 
underrated her adversary. This subject is 
not academic in any sense, merely be- 
cause the world is at peace. We are the 
most peaceful of nations, and our isola- 
tion almost insulates us against wars not 
of our own choosing. Yet we have had a 
half dozen wars, while England and 
France have had over thirty each.. War 
is almost the commonest of a nation’s im- 
portant acta, and yet it is always a sur- 
prise. 

A sequel of our geographical i 
that we are chief among the world’s neu- 
trals. Our aloofness has always given us 
a detached point of view regarding the 
world’s wars, and our views regarding 
neutral rights and duties have powerfully 
impressed international law. Turning to 
this topic we fail to find that Russia's 
practice measured up to American stand- 
ards. A captured merchantman is not a 
prize until] condemned by lawful process, 
but Russia bombarded and sunk merchant 
men, not only enemy merchantmen but 
neutral merchantmen, on the decision of 
Russian naval officers alone. It is not 
lawful to take contraband from a mer- 
chantman without condemnation, but 
Russia sank merchantmen for 
contraband, if, in fact, they did what 
Russia alleged. Russia's laws are severer 
than those of other nations nearer agree- 
ment with the United States and with 
each other, and Russia's officers repeat- 
edly exceeded the severity defended by 
Russian law. There can be no doubt 
about it, for Russian courts so declared, 
and Russia was criticised in the British 
House of Commons by Premier Balfour. 

Our merchantmen are so few that our 
interest in the law of war regarding them 
is less than regarding contraband of 
war. Our goods ge wherever men 
trade, and there were important cases 
of contraband affecting American goods. 
On Page 500 passim are to be found 
in full Secretary Hay’s convincing con- 
tentions against Russia’s assumption to 
make coal, cotton, foodstuffs contraband 
absoluiely. Im this position he had Eng- 
land’s support. It is agreeable to add 
that Russia reconsidered her position, and 
aligned herself with the prevailing view 
regarding conditional contraband. 

The treatment of newspaper correspon- 
dents is novel in international law, and is 
made difficult by the telegraph and the 
wireless. Under old conditions whatever 
a correspondent saw or described could 
have only remote and distant bearing 
upon the progress of the war. But the 
cable can carry back whatever it brings, 
and there were cases in which it actually 
did so. Moreover modern correspondents 
are armed with unlimited credit as well 
as with their pens. In this war they chart- 
ered steamships and learned much that 
was inconvenient. They appreciated the 
difficulty of either gratifying or re- 
pressing them, and took up a position of 
good-natured matching of wits against 
both sides, and acceptance of whatever 
restrictions military necessity imposed. 
The author quotes with approval the dis- 
cussion by the Unitéd States Naval Col- 
lege of the principles involved, and illus- 
trates the present condition of the law by 
cases showing how the law is made. 

Among other important topics which it 
is impracticable to notice in detail are 
cases under The Hague Conventions re- 
garding Red Cross regulations and privi- 
leges, the treatment of prisoners, human- 
ity toward enemy subjects im a hostile 
country, internment of belligerent war- 
ships in neutral ports, permissible means 
of injuring the enemy, spies, bombard- 
ments, and so on. When unhappily war 
recurs anywhere this will be found the 
most modern compilation of both princi- 
ples and precedents. The author's reason 
for publishing his work in the United 
States is interesting: 

My former work was published at the 
Cambridge University Press, in England. 
My reason for printing the present vol- 
ame in the United States is that during 
the war the United States assumed the 
protection of Japanese subjects in Rus- 
sian territories as well as in other parts 
of the world, consequently there are 
many official documents necessary to this 
work on file in Washington, te which ac- 
cess granted by the Department of State 
has been indispensible. This necessity 
reinforced by a sense of gratitude toward 
our benefactor, nas prompted me to avall 
myself of such epvaenss as @ sojoura 
here affords, and I have to reveal through 
these pages the very gracious and court- 
eous treatment Japan received from this 
country.

It is, all in all, a suggestive, inform- 
ing, and thoroughly interesting book, if 
not profound..

One of its most 
agreeable features is its frequent quo- 
tation, by way of example, to explain a 
point, from the masterworks. Balzac, 
Arioste, Defoe, Chariotte Bronté, Boc- 
caccio, H. C. Bunner, Cooper, Lewis 
Carroll, Fiaubert, Hawthorne and 
Hardy, Jane Austen and Kipling, Ste- 
venson and Thackeray respond to Mr.

This 
mode of dealing with so complex a sub- 
ject not only gives a certain unity to 
the work, but arouses a sustained in- 
terest in the reader. He has the sense 
of assisting at an impressive drama in 
which not merely great parties but 
great peoples in diverse stages of de- 
velopment, in all quarters of the globe, 
are engaged. For the American reader 
the work has especial and intensednter- 
est because we sprang from the same 
stock, racial and political, and the two 
mighty nations have developed from 
the common start along lines as sig- 
nificant in their divergence as in their 
similarity of direction. While the vol- 
umes of Prof. Lowell are not pro- 
fessedly a study in comparative democ- 
racy er comparative representative 
government, no American fairly fa- 
miliar with political life in the United 
Btates can fail to find material and 
inducement for constant and fruitful 


comparison. 


The titles of the parts into which the 
author divides his work will in them- 
selves best suggest its scope. They are:

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BRIEF REVIEWS OF LATELY PUBLISHED BOOKS 


A STORY OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


HPRE are a good many very inter 

esting pictures of South African life 

in “A Mistaken Marriage,” by F. 
E. Mills Young, (The John Lane Company, 
$1.50.) The story tells how a beautiful 
and in many respects charming English 
girl married a diamond miner, and in 
course of time found out that practically 
he was the husband of another woman. 
She learned that he was coarse and brutal 
very soon after the wedding; that ~she 
had to live with him several years before 
she knew the worst is astonishing, for 
abundant evidence of the man’s mon- 
strous unfaithfulness constantly stared 
her in the face. 

Her fallure to discern quickly the truth 
about her husband's relations with the 
other woman is the weak and unpardon- 
able thing in the story, the thing that is 
quite inconsistent with the woman's char- 
acter and intelligence. But this mistake 
of the author does not ruin his book; it 
does not even destroy one’s liking for 
the heroine, for we do not accept the 
numbness and blindness it attributes to 
her as convincing, preferring to regard 
it simply as an error in technique. 

The husband's character is well drawn; 
the author succeeds admirably in arous- 
ing our contempt for this man, and it 
is a distinct pleasure to read the graphic 
story of the horsewhipping administered 
to him by another South African whom 
he had named as co-respondent in the 
divorce suit he brought against his wife. 

As a matter of course, the man who 
handied the sjJambok eventually marries 
the heroine, which is the proper ending 
for the story, inasmuch as he is a good 
man, who loves the lady, and on several 
oecasions has done her heroic service. 
We regret, however, that Mr. Young did 
not choose a less meloaramatic method of 
informing us of the betrothal. According 
to his story they were nearer dying than 
betrothing a short quarter of an hour 
before the betrothal took place. 

A dam has burst, and the heroine ts 
proceeding rapidly along with the rushing 
stream it has let loose; her life isn’t worth 
insuring at a hundred per cent. Into the 
flood leaps the hero, and after a while 
the pair, arm in arm, are washed to land, 
There follow several minutes of artificial 
respiration and then some patter, and 
then: 

He bent his head swiftly and laid his 
lips upon hers. And _ simultaneously 
throughout the grayness the sun flashed 
with startling radiance and unfolded their 
clinging, rain-soaked forms in the golden 
glory of its warm embrace.

A HEROINE FROM AN ASYLUM.

NVY not unmixed with despair may 
FE well be the first emotion aroused in 
the mind of an American by this 
beautiful third volume of “ Gardens Old 
and New.”

If three 
generations are required to make a gen- 
tleman (English) and two centuries a 
lawn, who can compute the generations of 
& perfect garden? The editor frankly 
confesses that even in England the num- 
ber of gardens “which may be rik gidly 
termed old !s somewhat small,” adding, 
“We have many ané¢ient places and ven- 
erable houses, but these attributes sel- 
dom fit their gardens.’ It must be re- 
membered, however, that old and new 
have ditterent relations here and there, 
and the “new” gardens, dating only 
from the early part of the nineteenth 
century, would look middle-aged tf not 
old to our modern country places. 

There are Italian gardens, however, 
added as late as 1865 to existing features 
of landscape beauty in the grounds of 
Castle Ashby, and there are gardens at 
Easton Lodge laid out In 1902 and the 
modern and very enticing “ Deanery Gar 
dens,” appealing to a larger public for 
the reason of being, as the editor says, 
“2 —— abode, a little place,” and at 
the same ‘a complete realization of 
its concept.’

AVING noticed several com- 
munications in your issue 
of July 11 about Hsperan- 
to, I wish to say that I 
have made a more or less 
thorough study of that 
language since the time when The North 
American Review published a series of 
very good lessons in the idiom. To me it 
seems that the average Esperantist is too 
prone to unwarranted boastfulness, and 
is not always careful to tell the truth—at 
least the whole truth. The public, or 
that portion of it which has read the va- 
rious articles in the newspapers about 
Esperanto, probably is completely un- 
aware of the fact that there is 
ent a determined, extensive effort being 
made to “reform” the language of Dr. 
Zamenhof, in the line of making it more 


simple, more scientific, and more com- 
plete. Dr. Zamenhof tried to reform the 
language himself beck in 1894, at which 
time he published in his journal a series 
of articles outlining the desifed improve- 
ments, and then submitted the matter to 
a vote of his subscribers for a decision 
as to whether these changes should be 
made. The subscribers, however, turned 
down the proposals, and the language 
continued to be used in its primitive 
form. Then in 18095, at the Universal 
Congress of Esperantists at Boulogne, a 
“declaration” was adopted, to the ef- 
fect that Dr. Zamenhof's book known as 
the “Fundamento” should be accepted 
as the unchangeable basis of the lan- 
guage; that no one had any authority to 
make any change whatever in the lan- 
guage, In spite of this, however, many 
new words have been added, formed ac- 
cording to individual tastes, and without 
any governing rules, resulting in irregular 
forms and unwarranted meanings. For 
instance, Dr. Zamenhof adopted the root- 
word “lul,” meaning “Tull to sleep.” 
Now, the termination “ flo’’ means a tool 
or implement. Therefore “lulilo”’ is a 
cradle, an implement for lulling to sleep. 
But a cradle is rocked; and In this way 
the word “luli” came to be used in the 
gense of “to rock,” although it means 
nothing of the kind. Some months ago a 
writer in The American Esperanto Jour- 
nal, describing the Jamaica earthquake, 
said the islan@ “ lulighis,” (he meant 
“was rocked,” but really said was 
“Inlled to sleep” by the earthquake.) 
“ Manki” means to lack, to be missing; 
but it has come to be used by some per- 
sons not understanding its derivation to 
mean to miss. They say ‘“ Mi mankis la 
vagonaro,” meaning “I missed the 
train,” but really saying “I lacked the 
train.” I remember one letter in which 
the writer, ewidently finding in his dic- 
tienary that “chambro” meant “room,” 
said he had no “chambro” to write 
more. In this way the language ts get- 
ting full of absurdities, and of the total 
number of professed BEsperantists the 
proportion using the language with any- 
thing like correctness is very small. The 
average “ English speaking "’ seems to be 
unable to use the accusative case prop- 
erly, or to get the adjectives right. In 
Esperanto the adjective agrees in nhum- 
ber and case with its noun. For exam- 
ple, “Bona homo” is “A good man.” 
“ Good men” is “ Bonaj homoj,” (“j” is 
pronounced as “y.”) When the noun -is 
in the accusative, (“ Mi vidis bonan ho- 
man—I saw a good man,”’). the adjective 
must agree with it.

The attempt at reform is being conduct- 
ed by a committee elected by the “ Dele- 
gation for the Adoption of an Auxiliary 
International Language,” which was 
founded in 1901, consisting of over 300 s0- 
cieties, (scientific, trade, educational, &c., 
im all countries,) and has received the ap- 
proval of some 1,200 members of acade- 
mies and universities. The committee 
elected by this body fn 1907, consisting of 
eminent sctentists and linguists, examined 
the various proposals for an international 
language, of which there are a number, 
end approved Esperanto, subject to cer- 
tain changes being made in it in accord- 
ance with a scheme submitted under the 
peeudonymn “Ido.” . This scheme does 
away with the accusative in all cases ex- 
cept those in which clearness requires 
its use—that is, if the object precedes the 
subject, then the accusative is used. It 
also dispenses with the plural and accu- 
sative in the adjective, and corrects the 
badly chosen root forms. It also eatab- 
lishes regular rules for the derivation and 
formation of the words, so that when one 
has the root, he can form all the derived 
words in a regular manner. 

When this scheme was submitted to the 
Lingvo Komitato, (the committee sup- 
posed to have charge of the language 
Pr. Zamenhof,) they refused to make the 
changes. Then the secretaries of the

The letters that have appeared in the 
last two issues of Tum SATURDAY REVIEW 
or Books indicate rather clearly that the 
followers of Esperanto do not keep 
abreast of the times in the literature on 
their subject. At all events these letters 
contain so many errors that {ft seems 
worth while once more to correct certain 
statements that are constantly made and 
just as frequently shown by competent 
critics to be erroneous. 

The letter of Mr, Avellanus is undoubt- 
edly wrong in one important particular 
He condemns the modern Romance lan- 
guages, one and all, on the ground that 
they are but barbarized Latin. This bears 
upon the one fundamental question, lin- 
speaking, that concerns the 
creation of Esperanto or any other arti- 
ficial language. One may admire a ma- 
chine that runs smoothly; so do I admire 
Esperanto. But a language that grows up 
naturally and acquires the spirit of the 
people usifg it has a kind of personality 
that is utterly lacking in the artificial lan- 
guage. It is the spirit that inheres in a 
natural language that gives it its charm 
and that seizes upon the affeetion of the 
student. 

But Mr. Rathbun’s statement that Es- 
peranto possesses “an added charm over 
French, Spanish, or Italian, In that it is 
more highly inflected,” is delightfully 
naive. Why do people continue to make 
such preposterous offhand remarks when 
everybody knows that the French and 
Italfan verbs are a bugbear to the average 
schoolboy and college student on account 
of their seeming complexity and irregular- 
ity?, This remark is interesting from 
another standpoint. The author of Es- 
peranto, Dr. Zamenhof, states that the 
chief merit of Esperanto is that it omits 
every unnecessary inflection He says, 
“The whole grammar of my language can 
very readily be learned in the course ot 
one hour.” 80, too, Prof. Jespersen, one 
of the very few students of the science of 
language who have espoused the cause of 
Esperanto, claims in one of his earlier 
books that the fewer inflections a lan- 
guage has the closer it approaches to 
being a perfect language. 

And yet Mr. Rathbun is not so far from 
the truth. Esperanto is not so simple as it 
is often represented. The sixteen rules of 
Dr. Zamenhof can readily be learned in 
the course of one hour, but that does not 
finish the study of Esperanto. To say 
that it is “so easy that even a child can 
learn it’’ is nonsensical. The best gram- 
mar of Esperanto written in English 
(that of Cox) requires 357 pages to ex- 
plain its inflection and syntax, On this 
point it will suffice to give the experience 
of Prof. Leskien, the gifted linguist of 
Leipsic: *‘I have attempted to learn to 
speak Esperanto, and have found to my 
astonishment that this artificial language 
was difficult for me, although it is prob- 
able that I possess as good a knowledge 
of Latin, French, and Italian as the ma- 
jority of Esperantists, and so have as 
much relief from the burden ef acquiring 
the vocabulary as they. As to a thorough 
mastery of Esperanto in a few months, to 
say nothing of weeks, that ts for me quite 
out of the question.” 

Mr. Lewis says that Esperanto is “ so 
marvelously expressive that the best of 
literature can be translated into it with- 
vut losing its value.” This is a strange 
expression, in view of the well-known 
fact that translation is universally re- 
garded as one of the most difficult of lin- 
guistic feats. The very fact that a lan- 
guage has a peculiar native characteristic 
differing from that of every other lan- 
guage renders an adequate translation 
almost impossible. But examples consti- 
tute the best test, and surely it cannot be 
maintained that Kofman’s translation of 
“The Iliad” into Esperanto retains the 
quality of the Greek. The same will ap- 
ply to Zamenhof's translation of “‘ liam- 
let,”” to Grabowski’s translation of the 
“Arrow and the Song,” and to others. 
But some translations have a real charm, 
such as Kipling’s “ La Miraklo de Purun 
Bhagat” and Longfellow’s “La Pluva 
Tago.” Here the Esperanto machine runs 
beautifully. 

These are only a few statements relative 
to the recent letters in Tas Torres. They 
have nothing to do with the main issue of 
the lasting service of Esperanto. That 
might provoke long discussion. Here I 
may say only that in the last two cent- 
uries@&ibout 150 artificial languages have 
been created, and not one of them has 
outlived its creator. The same fate prob- 
ably awaits Esperanto.

The Work of Jonas Lie.

In the short obituary of the 
author Jonas Lie, published 
last Monday, it was stated thateLie was 
the “poet of the sea.” This is indeed 
true, but Lie, however, was not only the 
poet of the sea; he belonged to that group 
of Norwegian men, headed by Ibsen, who, 
in their country, were the first to make 
women their principal characters. 

Previously women figured on a second- 
ary plane in books and plays—accessories 
to the male characters—or if they were 
“heroines,” they were considered only 
from the dramatic or epic point of view, 
not from the psychological one. 

In Jonas Lie’s works, as in Ibsen's, 
these conditions are changed. The wo- 
men’s feelings and moral issues are dis- 
cussed just as fully as the men’s; in 
many cases women play the chief réle, 
and when they do not, they inspire the 
men. 

The type which Lie pas most success- 
fully vindicated ts that of the lonely, 
tired, and self-effaced housewife, so fre- 
quently seen in.Europe, although almost 
unknown in America, and in so doing he 
proved himself to be a stanch supporter 
of the “ feministe ” movement. 

The other type which Lie often por- 
trayed ts that of the strong and self- 
reliant girl who demands all or nothing 
of a man and who can make no conces- 
sions. We hear her, in “The Family at 
Gilje,” telling her school children the story 
of the foundation of the kingdom of Nor- 
way, which, as every one knows, is as 
follows:

In 1729 he had models 
made of the tabernacle of Moses and the 
Temple of Jerusalem and delivered lec- 
tures on the Jews, whose restoration to 
Palestine he believed was near at hand.

We do not find any record of a sale of 
this work at auction, but it has speciat 
value. Andrea Lacuna, or Laguna, was 
a learned Spanish physician, born 14998, 
died 1560. He was appointed by Charles 
V. physician to the army in Flanders. 
He was a practitioner in Metz 40-6 
Thence he went to Rome and became 
physician of the Pope, who made him 
a Count. He left numerous works, among 
which are his commentaries on Galen and 
Hippocrates, and his Anatomica Method- 
us, 

Claudius Galen, native of Pergamam, 
or Pergamum, in Mysia, celebrated Greek 
medical writer and pagan philosopher, 
born 131 A. D., died about 210 A D., 
wrote a great many works. In the Six- 
teenth century the Venetian presses pub- 
lMshed a large number of the works ef 
Greek writers. Hieronymum Scotum, or 
Hieronimo Scotto, was one of the most 
famous Venetian printers of the sixteenth 
century. He was prior of the celebrated 
Guild of Printers and Booksellers, ergan- 
ized in Venice about 1566. 

The Aldus edition, large paper of the 
Opera Omnia of Greece, five volumes, 
Venice, 1525, Sir John Thorold’s copy, 
fetched $105 at the Cox sale. 

Pessible buyers of works like this are 
collectors of such early rarities.

Johann Cari Fredrich Zéllner was born 
in Berlin Nov. 8, 1834; died in Leipsio 
April 25, 1882. From 1872 he filled the 
ehair of astrophysics in the Leipsic Uni- 
versity. He was the author of numerous 
papers on photometry and spectrum anal- 
ysis. He sought to explain spiritualistic 
phenomena by means of conception of a 
fourth dimension of space and be- 
came involved in controversies on this 
and other matters. Two works by him 
on astronomical subjects were published 
respectively in Berlin in 1861 and Leipsic 
in 1865. He also was the author of @ 
curlous work entitled “ Neber die Natur 
der Cometen,” 8vo, Leipsic, 1872. His 
works, no doubt, may be found at any 
German bookseller’s place in this city.

As a boy at his first school, kept by 
John White at Brentford, Turner, the 
barbor’s son, colored about 140 engrav- 
ings In Browell’s antiquities of England 
and Wales for John Lees, foreman of a 
distiliery, who paid him 4d. a plate 

In 1827 was published the first part of 
tha largest series of prints, after Turner's 
drawings, entitled “ Picturesque Views in 
England and Wales.”’ This work was done 
by a number of engravers, who, with Tur- 
ner’s assistance, brought the art of en~ 
graving landscape in this line to a higher 
position than it previously had held. About 
100 plates were published between 1827 
and 1838. The best of these engravings 
are greatly prized and command high 
prices. In 1838 the series stopped. Tur- 
ner bought up all the stock, with the 
copperplates, for £3,000, to prevent these 
piates “from being worn to shadows.” 
This work fetches from £2 to £10 at auc- 
tion; large paper copies from £5 to £44, 
and the largest paper from £30 to £67.
